Rudolph Ackerman 

Rudolph Ackerman came to CSDR in 
September, 1953 as the first baking instruc- 
tor for the school. Prior to coming to CSDR 
Mr. Ackerman had many years of bakery 
experience including eight years as Bakery 
Production Foreman at Sage’s Market 
Bakery. After his employment here he com- 
pleted his teacher training through the 
Trade and Industrial Teacher Education 
Program at UCLA. As a result of this 
education and his trade experience Mr. Ack- 
erman received his Vocational Class A 
Credential in 1961. 

Mr. Ackerman has served CSDR faith- 
fully for the past 21 years as our baking 
teacher and will be missed by both students 
and staff. The following quoted from a 
letter written by Dr. Richard G. Brill, 
Superintendent of CSDR, sums up Mr, Ack- 
erman’s contributions very nicely. “In addi- 
tion to preparing many boys and girls as 
bakers, and both boys and girls as cake 
decorators, he has been responsible for both 
providing baked and pastry goods that this 
school has used and birthday cakes for 
literally hundreds of children during the 
past 21 years.”

Camp was instrumental in choosing and 
specifying designs for the frist audio group 
aids, as he was with a great part of the 
electrical installation at the school, es- 
pecially our fire alarm system and auto- 
matic class change signal system or, as we 
call it, our program machine. 

Mr. Camp, through constant research has 
kept abreast of the latest developments in 
electronics. His shoes are going to be hard 
to fill and while we are glad for his sake 
that he is able to retire while he is still 
healthy enough to enjoy retirement, his 
leaving is a great loss to the school and he 
is greatly missed. 


Mrs. LeVere Quinn 

Mrs. LeVere (Lee) Quinn was one of the 
original members of the Middle and Upper 
school staff when CSDR was officially 
inaugurated in 1953. ,She came to CSDR 
from Kendall School on the Gallaudet Cam- 
pus, Washington, D.C. after having taught 
at the Berkeley and Western Pennsylvania 
Schools for the Deaf. 

When the Middle and Upper schools 
separated in 1955 Mrs. Quinn went to the 
Intermediate school as a social science and 
speech teacher. She was in that depart- 
ment when it become Junior High School in 
1961 and she remained there until 1971 
when she transferred to the expanded four 
year High School program. In the High 
School Le vere taught language arts, com- 
munications and speech. 

She is a member of the California State 
Employees Association, the Parent-Teach- 
ers-Counselors Association, and the Con- 
vention of American Instructors of the 
Deaf. In 1962 the Scaret and Gary, CSDR’s 
year book, was dedicated to her. 

In June, Mrs. LeVere Quinn is retiring 
after 36 years of dedication to the educa- 
tion of the deaf.

We have raised another crop and it is 
ready to be harvested. The class of 1974 will 
become history on June 9.

Our job is and 
has been to guide students into making 
good decisions and to help them under- 
stand why such decisions are good. It is 
sometimes very difficult for the staff to 
accept changes and then make the necessary 
adjustments. It is equally difficult to sqme- 
tim.es deny the request of the students 
which might cause a conflict of interest or 
require funds which aren't available. This is 
all part of life and learning how to adjust or 
modify plans so that all concerned benefit. 


Some of the major changes which have 
been brought about relate to what I have 
written above. For many years the athletic 
banquet was held in conjunction with the 
junior-senior prom. In a sense it was a 
tradition which we all enjoyed but times 
change and the seniors wanted their own 
identity so the two functions were sep- 
arated. The seniors had their prom and then 
went off campus for a party. This still had 
its limitations because they were trans- 
ported to and from their party by bus. This 
year brings about another change. The sen- 
iors are taking dates off campus to dinner, 
mostly by private cars, and then coming to 
the prom hosted by the junior class. 

In another area we have the year book 
which honors the seniors. A committee 
picked from the junior class is charged with 
the responsibility of setting u,p the format 
of the year book within certain guidelines. 
A time line for the completion of each 
phase of the year book was established 
which involved the ordering of paper, taking 
pictures, arranging each page by sections 
and finally the printing. All of this is done 
within a set budget. Certain changes were 
requested which would have excluded other 
areas of this school and changed the year 
book. The requests were denied on the basis 
of funds already spent and the primary fact 
that the book honored them but still was 
a year book for the total school program. 
It was a good lesson for all of us. It was a 
good lesson in economics and the planning 
of an activity to its completion. 

They are, as I said before, a vintage crop. 
They are young, ambitious and eager to get 
on to new adventures. What more is there 
to say?

I think the special 'Class is good for 
students who bother their classmates and 
have a hard time getting along with 
their teachers. This special class can help 
solve their problems and help them start a 
new life. 

I hope next year will be a successful one 
for me, too, and I hope that I can go to 
college after I graduate.
